Claims 1-3,5-14 and 17 are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record 
considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest the claimed circuit 
comprising, among other limitations and imobvious limitations of "a control circuit that 
independently controls the first active device and the second active device, and which control 
said phase shifter in response to said levels of forward signal and reflected signal to substantially 
maintain linearity of said amplifier circuit with load variations" or "a control circuit which 
independently and selectively controls switching said phase shifter, said at least first active 
device, and said at least second active device as a function of said levels of forward signal and 
reflected signal to substantially maintain linearity of said amplifier circuit with load variations " 
or "a control circuit that control said phase shifter " structurally and functionally interconnected 
with other limitations in the manner as cited in the claims. 
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Claim 15 is allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record considered 
individually or in combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest the claimed circuit comprising, 
among other limitations and unobvious limitations of "modifying a first gain of a first active 
device and a driver stage and a second gain of a second active device of an output stage of said 
amplifier circuit in response to said levels" structurally and functionally interconnected with 
other limitations in the manner as cited in the claims.
